On April 27, 2004. Examiner Spooner telephoned the undersigned. The Examiner 
indicated the case was in condition for allowance except for five claims with antecedent basis 
concerns. The Examiner indicated antecedent basis issued wiA respect to claims 17 and 23 
(referring to "the topological vector space"), claim 23 (referring to "the semantic abstract"), 
claims 32 and 33 (confusion regarding the term "dominant phrases"), and claim 39 (referring to 
"the second document", which is not in claim 39 or any of its ancestor claims). With respect to 
claim 39. the Examiner hypothesized that claim 39 was properly dependent &om claim 23. The 
undersigned indicated agreement with respect to changing the first instance of **the topological 
vector space" to "a topological vector space" in claims 17 and 23 j changing the first instance of 
"the semantic abstract" to "a semantic abstract" in claim 23; inserting "for the second document" 
after the second occurrence of "dominant phrases" in claims 32 and 33; and changing claim 39 to 
depend from claim 23 instead of claim 12. The Examiner indicated he would make these 
changes by Examiner's Amendment
